KONSTANTIN LAFAZANOS was interviewed by Special Agents Charles X* 
Pelletier and Richard W. Dow, on February 3, I960. He advised that 
he did not have a mitdle name and that he resides with his parents at 
the above address* H« was born in Pelopanessus, Greece, and was 
naturalised in the U.S. District Court, Boston, Mass* He stated that 
he is unemployed and is gathering material for an article on history? 
however, no definite plans have been made as to its publioation* He 
stated that he graduated from Dartmouth College in 1935, and was 
formerly employed in the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, Hingham, 
Mass*, during World War II* He stated he pad no military service and 
was rejeoted for service due to a physical condition, the nature of 
which he did not state* 

Association with Robert B. Helneaan 


Informant advised he first met ROBERT B. HEINEMAN in 1940 or 1941, when 
they were both fellow students in the history class at Harvard College, 
Cambridge, Hass. He stated that he never lived at the HEINEMAN 
reeidence im Cambridge, except for intermittent periods of one week 
or a few days, while Mr. and Mrs. HEINEMAN were away, at which time 
he took care of the HEINEMAN children. He stated that to his knowledge 
neither ROBERT HEINEMAN nor bis wife, KRISTEL, are members of the 
Communist Party. He classified ROBERT HBI NEMAN as a "liberal”, "idealist”, 
and "humanitarian," in that he was always willing to help people, and 
wants to prevent suffering. He stated that ROBERT HEINEMAN has no 
definite political convictions, and based upon his association with 
HEINEMAN, over a long period of years, he would state that he Is a 
"loyal American." Ee had no knowledge of any Communist meetings hold 
at the residence of the HElNEMANs, 

He stated that about 1947, after World War II terminated, ROBERT HEINEMAN 
went ts Koxlocr City to gather material for an article and that he paid 
his own expenses and was gone for about two or three months. When 
HEINEMAN returned, he exhibited to informant photostatic copies of 
material which was to be used in connection with the article. He stated 
that ROBERT B. HEINEMAN is a man of some means, and that he could never 
understand why a person like him would have so much interest in labor 
questions. He was of the belief that HEINEMAN • made a social visit 
to New Tork City on one occasion; however, he was unable to fix the 
date or the year* He did note that he was gene ffer three or four days 
"And at that time his brother-in-law, KLAUS FUCHS might have been In New 
York, He believed, however, that this trip took place while Jis, 

'HEINEMAN, was employed by the General Electric Coiqpaiiy* He also - 
recalled that Ifre. HEINEMAN sent cigarettes to her brother, KLAUS FUCHS, 
at an Internment camp in Canada; however, he did not know Just how the 
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cigarettes were transported to her brother* She sent the cigarette! 
during the early stages pf World War II, while her brother was interned* 
Informant also recalled that on one occasion ROBERT HEIKElftJf applied 
for a position of an overseas ambulanoe driver* with the American Field 
, Service) however, he was turned down due_^o_hlB_health. Inf ormant i ~ '

Informant advised that R0B1 
tat KLAUS FUCHS was "stand-offish" and a "anob," 


With respect to the adsooiates of Ur* and Id’s* ROBERT HEINEMAN, informant 
advised that Ur. and Mrs. HENRY CADBURY occasionally visited the 
HEINEMAN residence* ARTHUR OGDEN was very friendly with ROBERT HEIN EUAN 
when they both attended Harvard College* Informant was unfamiliar with 
the name of Hiss or Urs. TRACY* Informant stated that he never met the 
couple now living at the HE1NEMAN residence, but that this oouple has 
been residing at the HEINEUAN residenoe far the past two or throe months* 
He stated that previously another couple lived at the HEINEMAN residenoe 
for about five or six months; however, he did not know the names of 
this oouple. • 


With respect to this last un-named Couple who had resided in HEINEMAN 1 * 
home in Cambridge, Maas., Informant provided the following information!' 
Informant admitted that J^e was very devoted to the HB1 NEMAN ohildren, and 
that he felt they might not be properly oared for and as a subterfuge, 
he told an official at the Westboro State Hospital, that the unknown 
couple living at the HEINEUAN residence were '"Communists" or "Fascists". 
Informant stated that his motive for making this report was that 
he wanted the Social Service workers to call frequently at the HEINEUAN 
residenoe to assure that the ohildren were being given proper upbringing. 

He stated that this official at the Westboro State Hospital told him that 
that agency could not handle the matter, but that a Social Service worker 
from the Ifount Auburn Hospital in Cambridge would call at the HEINEUAN 
residence. Informant admitted that he "slandered" ROBERT HEI NEMAN by this 
story. Informant stated that ROBERT HEINEUAN and KLAUS FUCHS, in his 
opinion, would not work together very well on any oase, because there is a 
clash of personalities and he did not think anyone would trust ROBERT 
HEINEMAH for undercover work as he is tot ol ever enough." 

Urs. ROBERT B. (KRISTEL) HEINEUAN ; ' ' ' 

Informant stated that he first met Urs. HEINEUAN when he oalled at the 
HEINEUAN residence at the request of ROBERT HE I NEMAN. He stated that Mrs* 
HEINEUAN was hot very sruoh interested in political questions* Informant 
Stated as far back as 1936, he observed that the HEINEMANs were not getting 
-along very well* 


'Informant advised that he had no diary or records to evidence any date of 
- any occurrences which he might discuss; however, he did reoall that oh one 
occadon, KLAUS FUCHS, while visiting Cambridge, told Urs* HEINEUAN that. 
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, according to his itinerary, he was to visit a physio 1st in Sohenectady, 

How York, and that it would be a good opportunity for her. to take a 
vacation and accompany him. Informant stated that he was surethat the 
person whom KLAUS FUCHS was to visit was in Schenectady, Hew York; however, 
he did not know his name, but believed that- it was a German name end that 
he was somehow connected with either the General Eleotric Co., at 
. Soheneotady or Cornell University, at Ithaca, Hew York. Informant believed 
that this trip was made in about 1948* Informant recalled this specif io 
travel on the part of Mrs. HEINEMAN. He, informant, took ehre of the 
ohildren during her absence* At this time Mrs. HEINEMAN was not 
getting along very well with her husband, according to the informant* 

Informant did recall that at his suggestion, Mrs. HEINEMAN and FUCHS 
boarded a train at Back Bay Station in Boston, and they were gone 
not more than two days and they probably got a berth on their return 
trip to Boston. He also reoalled that Mrs. HEINEMAN complained that 
when they boarded the train at Back Bay Station, they eould not obtain 
seats and the train was "dirty”. Informant stated that although he 
could not remember the name of the unknown physicist, he oould identify the 
name if several names were submitted to him. 

Informant stated that he visited Mrs. HEINEMAN at the McLean Hospital, 
in Waverly, and the West boro State Hospital, and that he never observed her 
in any spell, and in his i opinion, Mrs. HElNEMaN is sane. Informant 
stated be believed Ifrs. HEINEMAN is being oonfined at the instigation 
of her husband because they do not get along very well. (It should be 
noted that both the McLean Hospital and the Westboro State Hospital 
are mental hospitals.) 

Informant stated that Mrs. HEINEMAN , s brother, KLAUS FUCHS, is very fond of her, 
in fact during the war he requested her and the children to live in 
England. He stated that Mrs. HEIN EMAS would not contest a divorce if Mr. 
HElNEMaN instituted divorce proceedings, but that she would want custody 
of the ohildren. He did not know whether or not Ur. HEINEMAN instituted 
divorce proceedings. 

EMIL KLAUS FUCHS (father of Mrs. HEINEMAN) 

Informant reoalled the occasion when EMIL KLAUS FUCHS, Mrs. HEINEMAN *s 
father visited Cambridge. He stated that when the father visited his 
daughter, he told heb about the suicidal tendencies in the family and that 
he told her all about her brother, GERHlET, who was presently in a 
sanitarium in Switzerland, and the fact that Mrs. HEINEMAN ’s mother 
oomnitted suicide as well as her sister, ELIZABETH, and that ever linoe . 

Mrs. HEINEMAN has been in a disturbed mental state. Informant further 
"stated that in this oonnection, he wrote ’te KLAUS FUCHS criticising 
the father for inparting such information to his daughter. Informant 
"■reoalled that Mrs. HEINEMAN 1 * father visited the United Statbs'to, 
give a series of lectures during the Summer of 1949, under the auspices 
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of the Friends Service Committee. Informant stated he mot Hr*. 
HEINEMUJ's father on one occasion while the father was viditing 
Mrs. HEINEMAN at the Westboro State Hospital. J

Informant reoalled that Mrs. HEINEMAN •« brother, KLAUS FUCHS, several 
month* after his entry into the United States, came to vilit the 
fiEDIEMANs in Cambridge, lfe.es*, which Was about the year 1943 or 1944, 

While the HEINEMANs resided at 144 Lakeview Ave., Cambridge, Hass. 

Informant stated that KLAUS FUCHS was a mathematician and was eiq>loyei 
ih Washington, D. C., and after the news of thO atomic bomb explosion 
wad released to the public, KLAUS FUCHS told Informant that he was 
employed at Los Alamos* New Ifexioo. On the occasion -of this first 
visit of KLAUS FUCHS, he remained at the HEINEMAN residence for 
four or five days. He stated that to hi a 'knowledge, while KLAUS FUCHS 
wad in Cambridge, he, KLAUS FUCHS, never had any oontaets, He stated . 
that he r do ailed on one occasion that informant accompanied Ifr, and Mrs* . 
HEINEMAN and KLAUS FUCHS to the 2oe Fdllies in Boston. He stated that 
KLAUS FUCHS visited the HEINEMAN residence on two or three occasions and 
he reoalled that after the atomic bomb explosion was released to the 
public , KLAUS FUCHS told him he had been working on the bomb and shortly 
before hie departure from the United States, KLAUS FUCHS exhibited 
photographs of the Atomic Bomb explosion, which photographs also 
appeared in the public press, according to informant. Informant stated 
that he asked KLAUS FUCHS something about the bomb, : l»ut FUCHS • 
would not dieouss it, Informant did recall that on one occasion, while 
KLAUS FUCHS was visiting the HEINEMANs, he reoeived a telegram, whieh ■ 
was telephoned by the Western Union, its, HEINEMAN told informant 
to proceed to the Western Union office in Cambridge, Hass., in erder 
to obtain the text of the message which he did. Informant reoalled that 
the telegram was from some British scientist in Washington, instructing 
KLAUS FUCHS to report for work somewhere. He did not recall the name of 
the scientist, but oould identify the name if submitted to him. 

Informant did not recall any meetings being held at the HEINEMAN residence, 

Mrs. HEINEMAN told informant on one oocasion that KLAUS FUCHS told her 
that he, KLAUS FUCHS, thought well of inferment. He stated that KLAUS 
FUCHS was very friendly and close to his sister. Hr*. HEINEMAN* Mrs. 
HEINEMAN never indioated to informant that KLAUS FUCHS was. involved in any 
subversive activities or espionage*

Informant advised that ROBERT HEINEHAN has bean a camera enthusiast 
for many years and that he purchased a lot of photographic equipment 
after his trip to Mexico City and that he used a slide viewer to 
project slides of his material which he gathered in Mexico City for 
hie article. Informant had no information of KLAUS FUCH's working 
in HEINEMAN's dark room or asking ROBERT HE 1 NEMAN to do any 
dark room work for him* 

During the course of the interview, informant did not volunteer any 
information concerning his alleged paternity of any of the HEINEMAN 
children.

Mass, High School ftor threo weeks and a substitute teacher in the 
Public School System of tho City of Boston for a fow days. 

•« Residences 

HEIHEUAN advisod that ho formerly rosidod at 55 Carver Street, 

Watortown, Mass.; Caribridgo Streot, Cambridge, Hass.; Dana Street, 
Cambridge, Mass.; and 144 Lakcviow Avenue, Cambridge, Mass., and 
presently resides at 94 Lakoview Avenue, Cambridge, Mass. Ho advisod 
that he did not recall tho stroct numbers of somo 6f his former rosi- 
doncos • . • 

f. Travel 


EEINEHA.N advised that during tho Summer of 1937, ho traveled to 
England, Sweden, Finland, Russia, Poland, Austria, Italy, and 
Franoe; that he loft aboard tho SS Aquitania and returned aboard 
tho lie de France* He stated that the purpose of his travel was 
pleasure and he was single at tho time and obtained a passport under 
his own name. He statod that as far as ho is aware, he still has 
it in his possession and that ho would bo glad to search Tor tho 
passport and have it available the following day, -■ 
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HEIHEMAN statod that he also visited Cuba during tho Christinas 
holidays of 1936-1937, while a student dt Swarthnore College. 

The purpose of this trip was pleasure and he was oooompaniod by 
a fellow student whoso nano he did not recall. 

HEIHEMAN statod that during January, 1947, he went to Hexioo City 
and was there for a period of three months and that he returnod to 
Cambridge around May 1, 1947. He stated that during this period, ho 
had marital difficulties with his wife and "took a vacation." Ho 
stated that the purpose of thiB trip was primarily to gathor material 
for an articlo. He entered Mexico City via the port of Laredo, Texas, 
and roontcrod the U. 3. at the samo port. He stated that he also 
stayed in Monterey, Mexico, during this trip. 

He recalled taking a vacation of one week while employed by tho 
General Electric Company, Lynn, Mass.; however, he did not recall 
where he went or when ho visited. 

Mrs. ROBERT (KRIS TEL) BLOCK HETOEHAH (Wife) 

HEIHEMAN advised that Ms wife entered the Uhitod States of America 
under the auspioes of the Friends Sorvioc Committee on a student visa 
and she subsequently prococdod to Cuba and reentered the United States 
while a studont at Swarthmero College, in order to oomply with -tho 
immigration requirements. 

He stated that ho marriod his wife at Boston, Hass., about the year 
1938 and that for tho past five or six years, his wife has been having 
delusions and that os ho reflects upon the various statements made 
by his wife, he takes them with a great doal of skepticism. Ho ad-r 
vised that about a year previously, her illness bocamo acute and 
Dr. JACKS® THOMAS of Boston, Mass., a psychiatrist, oxtuninod her 
and she was committed to MoLoan Hospital, Waverly, Hass., on March 25, 
1949, where she remained for one week and was then transferred to the 
Cnatoridge City Hosoital, and subsequently transferred to tho Westboro 
State Hospital. 

He recalled one specific instance of a delusion wherein his wife com- 
plained that the woman next door was looking into her kitchen to see 
what kind of a housekeeper she was. 

EEINEHAN advised that to his knowledge, he does not believe that his . 
wife traveled during 1944 or 1945 but that there is a bare possibility 
that she might have traveled to Hew York. . ^ : 
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HEIHEHAN statod that he and his wife have not been on friendly terns 
for the past five or six years and on one occasion as a result of a. 
dispute with his wife, ho took over an apartment .either at 65 or 166 
pana Street, Cambridge, Hass. Eo recalled that this was while he was 
employed by tho General Eleotrio Company. He remained in this apart' 1 
nent for four or five months* He stated that he never had any reason 
to question the loyalty of his wife to the ^United States of America, 

g. Membership in Organisations 

At tho outset of the intorview, HEINE} 'AH denied being connected with 
any underground or Comnanist groups; however, during the latter part 
of tho interview, he admitted that he became a member of tho Young 
Communist League at Sxvarthmore College about 1935, and that he con- 
tinued his affiliation with the Young Conmunist League until he oame 
to Cambridge, Hass. Ho statod that he was drawn into the Young Com- 
munist League by his interost in the Spanish Civil War. Ho did not 
recall the nano of the particular club or unit and admitted that he 
wub an officer in the Young Communist League and was very active in 
it. He stated he bc.de no attempt to troat his affiliation confidentially. 

VfLth respoot to membership in the Communist Party, ho denied being a 
member of this organisation; however, ho admitted that he might have 
applied for membership in tho Communist Party in Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania. Later during tho interview, HEINEM/iN admittod joining the 
Conmunist Party at Philadelphia, about 1935 to 1938, and statod that 
he oarriod a membership oard but doubts whether it was issuod in his 
true name* Ho claimed that he did not roeall this incident einco it 
happened such a long time ago* He statod that he considers himself 
a liberal but that under present day conditions, a liberal is oallod 
a Communist* 


HEINEMAN stated thnt he continued his membership in the Young Com- 
munist Leaguo at Harvard College for two or three years after his 
arrival but that he was not an officer in that particular branch. 

Be explained that the rules of tho College require the registration 
of all organisations and that ho in behalf of the Young Conmunist 
Loaguo, registered this organisation with the proper University official* 
Ho stated that ho was very busy with his studies and thnt he boeome 
rather inaotive in the Young Conmunist League about the tine of the 
Munich Agreement, which agreement caused him to become very much upset* 

He reiterated, however, that ho was not eonneoted with the Young Conmunist 
League while ho was employed at the’ General Eleotrio Company* 

HEINEHAJI stated he recalled signing some oards in connection with the 
Spanish Appeal; however, he did not recall whether the oards were 
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circulated under the auspices of the Communist Party or the Young 
Comunist League * He stated that he never applied for nbnborship 
in the Communist Party in Hew England, but that he did ©oeporatd 
with the Conmunists and that ho also contributed money to' the Joint 
Anti-Faseist Befugee Committee recently. 

He stated that his wife was never a member of the Comuni at Party 
or the Young Comunist League, to his knowledge but that his wife 
did know about his membership in the Young Comunist Loaguo. He 
explained that his wife eould not join the Young Comunist League 
while at Swart hmoro because, being an alien, she would bo plaoed in 
a prejudicial position with regard to gaining citizenship* , 

EI!IL KLAUS FUCHS (Father-in-law) ’ 

HEINE! KJ? advised that EHIL KLAUS FUCHS, his father-in-law, visited 
Cambridge, Mass., in October, 1940, and that he wr\s it the Unitod 
States of America from October, 1948 until July, 1949, nevor having 
previously been in the Unitod States. Ho came on the invitation 
of the mends Service Comittoo, Wallingford, Pennsylvania, to give 
h series of leotures. He stated that he is now teaching Theology 
at the University pf Leipzig. The nephew of HEINEKAN named KLAUS 
KlTTOTSKl, age 14 years, accompanied EfilL KLAUS FUCHS on his visit 
and KLAUS KITTCW3KI is tho son of HEINE! IAN’ s Bister-in-law, ELIZABETH 
FUCHS KITTOBSKI. 

HEINEHAN stated that Mrs. HEINE! 'AN told him that she had a difficult 
time with her father whioh condition existed prior to tho time of 
their marriage and which apparently related to a personal fondly 
problem. Be added further that his wife’s father was presont at 
Cambridge, Mass., at, or about the time, of his wife 1 * commitment 
to a mental institution and ho stated that the allegations of his 
wife, with regard to the family problem, referred tonbovo, were 
denied by her father at that tin®. 

HEI NEMAN stated that his father-in-law is what is known as a social 
democrat or religious socialist and that he formerly lived in the 
Western Zone of Germany but was unable to obtain work and was offered 
a position in the Eastern Zone in Germany, which he oooepted at 
Leipzig : 

KLAUS FUCHS (Brother-in-law) 

HEINEMAN stated that he first met KLflJS FUCHS, who is about 38 years 
of age, whon he came bo the United States in order to work at Los 
Alamos Project. He onme to tho United States os a research employee 
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of the British Government, according to HEINEMAN. When questioned 
with respeot to the speeifio date, HEIHEHAN was unable to provide 
that information other than to recall that his first contact with 
MAtJS FUCHS was incidental to FUCHS' arrival in the United States 
for this purpose* -EEINEMAN advised that prior to that time, he 
had no personal oontact with him nor did he have cay oorreapondenoe 
with him at any time* 

HE IKE? 'Ah stated that at the outbreak of World War II,KIATS FUCHS 
was interned in England, and was transferred to an internment camp 
in Canada as an internee. He was released because of Ms scientific 
kno wledge and was undo a Fellow of the Royal Society and was sent to 
England. HEINETAN did not recall the name of the Canadian internment 
camp* 

BEE NEMAN stated that his wife and brother-in- lew, EL&US FUCHS, Wb 
very friendly end close and that his wife had not seen KLAUS since 
1933, at which time KLAUS left Germany and proceeded to England* 
neither he nor his wife knew that KLAUS FUCHS was ooming to the 
United States, aoobrdlng to HEINEHAB. 

HEINEHAN stated that while he was teaching at the Antrim, hew Hampshire 
High Sohool, KLAUS FUCHS visited his wife in Cambridge, Mass,, at 
whioh time the HEINEHAN family was living at 144 Lake view Avenue, 
Cambridge. He stated that KLAUS FUCHS remained at the HEINEMAN residence 
for a couple of days. HEINEHAH reonlled that on the next visit of 
K J.OT s FUCHS, ho lived at 94 Lakeview Avenue. Ho stated that during 
the time KLAUS FUCHS was in Cambridge, Inss., to his knowledge, he 
had no social oontaots and had no individuals call on Mm and he did 
- not recall any communications addressed to FUCHS* Ho stated that a 
friend, BERRY CiJDBUHf, might have been invited to the HEINEHAN resi- 
dence but he oould not definitely recall* 

HEINEKAN advised that KLAUS FUCHS was very quiet and secretive and 
never spoke about his work on the atom bomb. He stated that at 
no time had KLAUS FUCHS indicated oay evidence of Communism or under- 
ground activities as he was completely "wrapped up" in Mb work* 

HEINEMA.N recalled that KL®S FUCHS worked in New York for a short 
period of time prior to going West. He reoalled that on one occa- 
sion he went to New York City when KLAUS FUCHS was working there 
and Mrs. HEINE IAN wanted him to stay with KLAUS FUCHS In- New York. 

He stated that he never met KLfflS FUCHS anywhere other than at 
Cambridge, Mass, . . .

HEINE3VLN did recall that on one occasion KLKJS FUCHS ipoke about 
his boss in the West, stating that his boss’ wife was Jewish and 
that she wanted him to got somo Jewish .bread or something and he 
believed FUCHS f boss’ name was Dr. O'ppfiNHEIlEH. However, he whs 
not positive that KLAUS FDCES montionod the name. . 

BEmEMAN rcoaliod that on the occasion when KLAUS FUCHS visited 
Cambridge, Mass., on his way back to Europe, he exhibited some 
photographs of the atom bomb explosion which occurred dur in g a 
test and he asked KLAUS FUCHS whother he was allowed to possess 
such photographs and KLAUS stated that he was because the photographs 
wore released to the pross* 


HEINEHAN statod,to his knowledgo, he docs not have in his possession 
any porsonal property, documents, eto., belonging to KLAUS FUCHS. 

Fo stated that ho wont through all of his wife ’s papers and possessions 
with a view to obtaining information which he oouid use in connection 
with his prospective divorce from his wife and did not locate any 
Information pertinent to the FBI or fbr use in connection with his 
divoroe proceeding^ • • - , 

HEINE? 'AN indicated during the course of the interview that he wob very 
devoted to his three children and that he would protect the ohildren 
et all costs and would fapt protect his brother-in-law, KLAUS FUCHS. 

He stated that on the occasions whon KLAUS FUCHS visited his house 
in Crmbridge, Mass., that he slept late in the morning and usually 
took the children out for a walk and that he did not associate with 
aiy other individuals. He did recall that FUCHS went to the Ice 
Follie s wi th him and his wife. HEINEHAN stated that, to his knowledge, 
KLAUS FUCHS, while visiting him in Cncbridge, Fixss., never made use of 
the telephone* , 

ISRAEL BALPERIN % 


HEINEHAN stated that he never met ISRAEL HALPERIN but that a man named 
BALPERIN, whose first name he did not recall, relayed some oigarottes 
to KIAUS FUCHS when the latter was in on internment qamp in Canada. 
HEINEHAN stated that, to his knowledge, ISRAEL BALPERIN never visited 
the HEINEHAN residence. Ho stated that, to his knowledge, his wife 
was not acquainted with ISRAEL HALPERIN.

The interview with HEINE? IAN took plaoe in a combination dark room and 
library located on the first floor roar in the Eeineraan residence. It 
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Uxb observed that HEINE IAN has a seven-foot work bench, anCtasga 
enlarger 4X5, whioh Is equipped with a color head. Model. D-ll. 
lie also has a slide viewer and various chemicals and paper and 
apparatus used in photography* & stated that he has been a 
camera enthusiast for many years* EEINEMAN advised that KLAUS 
FUCKS saw the photographio equipment and never asked him to do may 
photography for him and that his wife was not interested in 
photography. 

General 

It Is noted that during the oourse of this interview, an attempt was 
made to draw from ROBERT BLOCK HEINEMAN complete details with respect 
to his C ommuni st Rrty membership and affiliation, the identity of 
the units with which he was affiliated, the offioerB and other members, 
who were associated with him. In addition, concerted effort was 
'extended towards developing his knowledge, association and affilia- 
tion with KLAUS FUCHS with a view towards identifying FUCHS* visits 
to Cambridge, Mass., any persons with idiom ho might have oomo In 
contact, in any way, during tho oourso of these visits, any particular 
recollection HEINE HAN might have wLth respect to speoiflo persons 
who wantod to see FUCHS or whom FUCES wanted to s ee or any other 
related materiel or information pertinent in establishing the oon- 
taots of FUCHS. 

During the entire oourse of the interview, EEINETAN was hostile to 
the extent that he was obviously trying to ignore completely the 
speoiflo questions asked and responded in goneral terns whioh failed 
to provide ary substantial information. He was constantly pressed 
for this information and only under direct questioning with respect 
to his Young Communist Leage and Communist Rvrty affiliations, was 
it possible to identify those affiliations and their possible relation- 
ship to the ins ten t investigation* 

Prior to the close of the interview, HEINEM/iN stated that he felt 
if ho had sufficient time to reflect upon the period involved, he 
might be in a position to identify the persons with whom ho was 
affiliated during his Communist Ihrty membership days and also be 
of some assistance in oonneotion with the visits of his brother-in- 
law to Cambridge, Mass., and tho persons idiom he may have seen at 
that time* HEINZMAN stated that he was tremendously confused be- 
cause of the family problems which had developed du ring recent yetra 
ending with the confinement of his wife, KHISTEL HEIHErJtt-; to the 
Westboro State Hospital, together with conditions relating to his 
children which oaused him to fool that his obligation 'find -responsibility 
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toward the three children night not be discharged if he mis actually 
involved in some violation of law, which, he states, ooald not have 
been vd th his knowledge* 0e appeared to be highly confused, therefore, 
the interview was dosed at a time when he remained #n a friendly 
basis toward the Agents*

The following represents additional information to that developed during 
the oourse of the initial interview with HEINE MAN on February 2, 1950, 
which interview took place at his residence, 94 Lake view Avenue, 

Cambridge, Uassaohusetts , It was noted at that time that he was extremely 
vague and indefinite with respect to dates, oiroumstanpes and the 
identities of individuals who were associated both with his family and 
with KUUS FUCHS. 

j BACKGROUND 

HEINE MAN made available for examination a passport issued in his named 
dated ifey 3, 1937 and numbered 403647. It identified him as a student, 
born iiaroh 25, 1917 in Wausau, Wisconsin. The passport contained visaB 
permitting him to enter Great Britain, Russia, 'France, Germany, Italy, 
Poland, Finland, Sweden and Cseohoslovakia, it being noted that HEINEMftN 
advised that the visa for Germany was not used and oontained ns stamp. 

HEINE H AH stated that his trip to Europe was designed for pleasure and 
that in connection with his visit to Russia he mentioned Mosoow, 

Leningrad, Kiev and Yalta among those points which he visited. This 
trip was arranged by Intourist. 

He also made available for examination a form issued by Selective Service 
Board tl, 205 best ftaoken D^ive, Chicago, Illinois, identifying him as a 
registrant under Order Number 1534, Serial Number 20S5, and granting 
authority fox travel on his part to Wexioo by himself. This form was 
dated Deo ember 26, 1946, HEMEHAN assorted that while in Mexioo It was 
neoessary for : him to draw upon funds wliioh he had on deposit at the 
Cambridge Trust ^oawany, Cambridge, Massachusetts, and he exhibited a 
-bank transfer draft dated itoroh 5,-1947, indicating that an amount of 
£300 was transferred to hip oredit by the Cambridge Trust Company at the 
* Banco Intemaoional,. S. A,, Mexico, D. F„ it being noted t>at HE DSEUAN’s 
address was recorded as Edison 51, Mexioo City, . 

HEINE LAN was questioned as to the oiroumstanope surrounding this partioulnr 
visit and he stated it was during that period that strained relations

existed between himself and his wife and he found it necessary to leave 
thoir rosidonee and ho stated the Mexican trip was mado under such 
oiroumstancos, Ho addod furthor that he was then conducting historical 
rosoaroh rolativo to the Unitod Staton -Mo xioan War of 1847 and that 
during the oourse of this trip ho did some rosoaroh work both in Hoctaroy 
and in Ifcxioo City, HEBJEJ&N stated ho returned from Jfcxioo to tho 
Unitod States in time to meet his parents in Baltimore, Maryland, on day 
Is 1947. 

HEINEWAN indioatod that following an unsuccessful year touching, ending 
in Juno, 1946 ho had sought unsuooossfully to obtain a bettor position 
in tho teaching field through tho fall of 1946, He was do sp aired of 
suoooeding in this fiold and this was anothor reason for going to Mexioo 
in January, 1947, He etatod that whilo visiting his parents in Baltimore 
in tho first week of May, 1947 he first bogan to oonaider abandoning the 
touching profession and thcro was some discussion of his going into the 
Laundormat businoss, which ultimately opened in the fall of 1947, 

In addition to tho abdve material, HEINEl&N also produood a birth 
oortifioato issued by tho Wisconsin ^tate Board of Health, stating that 
ho was born March 25, 1917 at Wausau, YfLsoonsinj that his parents were 
recorded as GABE B, HEMEMAN, a United States oitisen engaged as o 
lumber mnnufaoturar, and AIAIA BLOCH HEINELiAN, olso a United ^tates 
oitisen, The family rosidenCo was then rooordod as 820 Fulton Stroet, 
Wausau, Wisconsin, 

FRIENDS AND ASSOCIATES OF ROBERT HE THE MAM AND KRISTEL HEINEM&N 


During the course of the previous interview as sot forth, HEINEMAR was 
unable to identify any individuals whom he knew to have had oontoot or 
aooo88 to KLAUS FUCHS at any time other than a HENRY CADBURY, whom he 
identified as a friend residing in Cambridge, Massachusetts, Further 
identification of CADBURY will be sot forth, 

HEINEMAH during the course of tho initial interview was pressed to sot 
forth the identities of persons shorn ho considered his own personal 
friends, without any determination of whether of not these persons knew, 
or may have come in contoet with, KLAUS FUCHS, but again his reoollootion 
was poor and his response generally negative, A 

'During the oourso of this interview, EEINEiilN was again pressed to 
identify those persons whom ho oonsidorod at any time daring his rosidonee 
at Cambridge to bo friends of eithor himsolf or his wife, without any 
consideration as to whothor or not these individuals may or may not have_ 
been known to or have boon in contact with KIA.US FUCHS* It was under 
these oircumstanoos that HEINEMAN mentioned tho following individuals, 
eonoorning whom additional available information will bo sot forth bo low i 


tiatt^j reoidont of Grosier Road, Cambridge, a biologist associated 
with Harvard University. 

Tho offioial register of Harvard University #29, Kovembor, 1949, being 
a directory of University officers and students, whioh will bo subsequently 
identified as tho Official Register of Harvard University In this report, 
identifies GEORGE TEjjLD as a Profossor of Biology, whoso prosont rosidonoe 
is 20 Hillside Terraoo, Belmont, and whose University offioo is at tho 
Bialogioal Laboratory. 

Mrs, BEER, Lekeviow *venuo, Cambridge, whose husband was associated with 
tho Deportment of Government, Harvard University. The Offioial Register 
of Harvard University idontifios SAMUEL HUTCHISON BEER as Associate 
Professor of Government, Tutor in the Department of Government and mombor 
of tho Board of Freshman Advisors, His residence is 87 Lakeview Avenue 
(Cambridge, Massachusetts) and his offioe at Holyoke 6, 

ARTHUR OGDEN, whom he identified as a follow student at Harvard and 
earlior at Swathmoro College. HE IKE HAN stated that OGDEN had novor 
been a mombor of the YCL or affiliated with tho Communist Party, He 
added that he last saw 'him in tho spring or summer of 1949, when OGDEN 
passed through Cambridge on route to a now-forgotten destination, 

HEINEHAN's best rooollootion is that OGDEN lives somowhoro in Now York; 
that ho has novor worked and apparently doos not nood work although 
HEINEIiAN doos not know the souroe of his income. Ho statod OGDEN bordorod 
on tho gonius in mental oapaoity and at a vary low lovel on tho 
productive, 

NORMAN IEVINSON, whom HEINIUAN idontifiod as a faculty member at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Teohnology in the Department of Mathematics. 

HEINEMAN statod that LEV- NS ON had visited him and ho had visited LEVINSON 
but that he had not seen him for quite some time and did not know his 
prosont occupation or residence addross. 

Mr. and Mrs. RICHARD EDSALL of Cambridge, Massachusetts. HEINE MAN 
stated that his children attondad tho Shady Hill School with tho EDSALL 
children and he met the EDSALLS in this fashion or through mutual membership 
or activity in tho Progressive Party of Cambridge* HEINE MAN Stated he 
know EDSALL to be an advertising oxeoutive, could not reoall his present 
rosidonoe address and ho was not acquainted with him during the time who$ 
FIEHS visited the HEINE MAN homo. He stated that ho hod visited tho 
EDSALL hone but that EDSALL had novor Visited his homo, 

Ifr' PENDLETON HERRING and Itrs. KATHERINE HERRING were also --das oribod at 
-neighbors who wore docustomod to drop into the HEINE! IAN homo and who 
may wo 11 have dono so during those days FUCHS was visiting. 


LISA C RTJE Y was described as a HEIHElfcll hoarder during the fail of 1947, 
porhape -through tho Christmas. holidays. HEINEUAN oould recall almoat 
nothing concerning hur exoept that ah© had a dispute »ith Ms 
oonoorning a raettor unknown to him and had left suddenly with ill feeling, 

lira, MARGARET SPENCER was described ae a neighbor on Lokeviow wronuo 
who la oortain.lv very friendly with him now but whom ho cannot 
rooall as a friend of the family in 1944-1947. Her husband is DOHAID 
B FENCER, who A woll known in Canhridge and who presently serves as 
prosidont of the Cambridge Taxpayers association, 

HEIEN VELTFCRT was described by HEIHEMAN as a friend whom he hod mot while 
at Swathmoro and as tho wife of a very good friend, THECDORE VELWORT,^^ 
with whom he was associated at Swathmore, HEI NEMAN stated lirs* TOLTPCSEUC 
visited him at some time during the pertinent period but he oould not ^ 
reoall the year or fee circumstances. Ho made no referquoo to her husband, 

Y7ILLIAM STEFFANELLI, 191 Malden Street, Cambridge, a friond whom ho first 
mot while an employoo of the General Elootrio at iynn, Hassaohusotts. 

JOSEPH R. F. RACICOT, 31 Donnybrook *<oad, ^ighton, This friend is 
employed in tho printing industry but HEIHEiiJT was unable to identify 
the name of tho oompany, 

Mrs. ROTH BERRY; now residing on Shalor Lano, ^Cambridge, hassaohusotts, 
was HEimiiJJ's housekeeper following his wife's oonaitment ond through 
August, 1949. He does not recall tho name of her husband but boliovos 
ho is still a Harvard studont. Ho statod tho BERRYS woro not at his 
homo during tho pertinent period.

Tho last friond mentioned by HEINEHAN was mentioned with reluctance and 
with some cynicism when fee word "friend" was used, HEINEIAN rovoaloa 
that he had associated in hi* oorly days at Harvard with a follow studont 
namod KONSTANTIN LAFAN&iNOS. HEINEIAN statod that LAFANZANOS was around ;i 
his homo quite frequently, Just how frequently he was not suro, during 
* the poriod beginning in 1938 1 , Ho know that IAF4NZANDS had a homo in 
Lowell, Massachusetts,. or its general vicinity and ho stated feat ho ^s 
boon informed that IAFANZANOS become intimate with his wife* -HEINEIiJJ 
furthor stated "Eo is almost as crasy as sho is," 
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EEINELI&ff aiBartsd that he had often discussed Communist theories with 
LAJYJIZANOS but lAFLNZLNOS -was not a Communist Party member nor was 14*4® 
HEMEijtJf, Be stated that IaFUIZANOS may well have been at his home when 
FUCHS oalledi Ho mode the oomment "It is a wise father who knows his 
own ohild," He further noted that LLFANZANOS had periodically 
"heckled" him by charging him in telephone and other conversations with 
incarcerating Ik's* HEINE i&N at the l*estboro Hospital# He added that he 
had found it nooossary to request the hospital authorities to keep his 
wifo from seoing LLFL1JZLN0S at the hospital# 

laEKHERSIilP OF ROBERT B. HEINEMaN and KRISTEL HEINEULK 

IN THE camDNIST PLRTY 


Previous interview with HEINEMUf disclosed that by his own admission ho 
was affiliated with the Young Communist League while at Swathmore 
College, Swathmore, Pennsylvania, and this association continued during 
his student days at Harvard University, ^anbridgo, details of which have 
boon previously set forth. On this occasion, HEINE? ILN was requested to 
further identify his interest and activities in the Young Communist 
Loaguo, at which timo he stated ho first booaoe affiliated with the 
League in 1936 or 1937 and continued as an active member until 1938, at 
whioh timo he graduated from Snathmoro College, He stated that the 
membership of tho group approximated ton to twonty persons! that he was 
on officer but ho was unable to identify or recall the office ho hold, 
tho othor offioors or any members of the group. Ho stated that his 
membership end affiliation was openly known and resented by somu mombora 
of the college faoulty# He further assorted that his leadership in the 
Young Coranunist Loaguo group at Swathmoro Col logo took the form of his 
roquo sting formal registration of the group at tho dean f s office, 

Tlhen questioned as to the nature of the organisational activities of 
the group, ho assortod that among its activities was tho raising of money 
for what ho callod n The Spanish Cause," 

It is noted that in the previous interview with EEINELIAN ho denied ho 
was a momber of the abraham Lincoln Brigade or had in any way participated 
in tho Spanish Civil bar,

kB a result of his Young Communist League activities at Swathmoro* 
Pennsylvania, HEIKSLaN stated he joined, the Conmunist Party at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, in 1938#' TJhon questioned as to tho ciroumstanoos undor 
whioh ho joined the Communist Party ho statod ho attended a large meeting 


at nliioh cards were passed out and that under such oiroumetoncas he was 
formally enrollod, It was suggested to him that suoh procedure sooaed 
■dnoonsi stent with the normal polioies of organisational activities end 
ho was again evasive and failed to provide any details* 

Ho was questioned as to whether or not ho had observed a Communist Party 
membership cord and he statod ho had and furthor that ho had roooivod 
a Coujunist Party card in his own none in oon^eotion with his 
Philadelphia Communist Party association. 

Tilth referent) o to the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, HEIKELiJT assorted that 
a part of tho Young Communist League activity had been to raiBO reoruita* 
He recalled that a Jewish studont at Swathmore had boon reoruitod nr*d 
had boon killed in ^poin but he did not rouember his none. He furthor 
stated that his friend THEODORE VELTFORT also wont to Spain in tho 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade but provided no additional information oonoorn- 
ing any participation ho nay have had in Voltfort*s general activities* 

Upon his graduation frpn Swathnoro College in 1938, HSIHSl&N statod he 
came to Harvard University, Cambridge, to continue his educational 
program at tho Graduate School of Arts and e oienoos. Ho statod that 
at Caabridgo ho immediately booomo affiliated with the Young Communist 
Loaguo, As he did at Swathmoro College, ho statod -that ho was the 
individual who officially requested tho University authorities at Harvard 
College to approve tho Young Communist League as a student organisation* 

TZhen questioned ns to details relating to the activities of the Yo ung 
Communist Ioague unit to which ho referred, HEINEiiJJ assorted that a 
pet eon. whom ho know then as DATHEL BCOHE, whoso surname ho oould not 
rooall but when suggested to him that it night bo SCHIRtER, ho readily 

agrood 

DA1TIEL BOOHE SCHIRiJER was a g*aduate of Harvard Collego, Class of 1937, 
is on active leader of the Communist Party at Boston, Massachusetts 
and is associated with all phases of Comnunist Party aotivity on n full- 
tiao basis* 

EEIHHUAH statod that tho meetings of the Young Cowaunist League of Harvard 
Collego woro held in a bookstore on Holyoke Street, Cambridge, Hass* 

HEIHEiiJT stated that his relationship with the Young Communist League 
at harvard, which was made up of tome thirty to fbrty people, was a 
haphazard one beoauso ho was ondoavoring to study. At Swathmoro, 

HEI1JE1JAN noted, he had given little attention to his courses* 

T/ith respoot to Communist Party affiliation while in Cambridge, HEIHEilAN 
assortod that ho had novor hold a Communist Perty oard in tho Creator 
Boston aroa; that his associations with the Young Communist Loaguo and 
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Communist Party gradually dissolved so that in 1941 nothing remained of 
thorn*. He noted that he had visited the Regressive Bookshop* on Beach 
Street*. Boston, Ijassaohusetts, on one or two oooasions since 1941 
and placed his last visit to that establishment as occurring "a oouplo 
of years ago** It is furthor noted ho recalled tho location of the 
bookshop with some difficulty and prompting, 

HEIHBU&JT stated he was unable to reoall any of his associates In the 
Communist Party or tho Young Communist League* It is noted, however, 
in every way he indicated he could do so but was unwilling to do so lost 
ho bo unfair to then. 

In connection with the information set forth above heroin, HEIHEI&N 
assortod that his Conraunist Party affiliations closed in 1941. Information 
has boon previously reported disoloBing that his Communist Pcrty 
associations at Boston, Ittassaohusotts, hava continued intermittently 
sinoo that time with evidouoo of membership established in 1944 and 1947, 

On this same dato EEIEEljitJi telophonioally oontaotod Spooiol *gont TEOULB 
P. McLAUGHLIN in connection with his desire to explain an item which 
ocourrod during tho oourso of this conversation, at which time ho again 
referred to his inability to be of any assistance in oonnootion with the 
inquiry. It was suggested to him at that time that his statement with 
respeot to disaffiliation with tho Communist Party in 1941, whioh state- 
ment ho insists to be a fact, was known to bo on untrue statement and 
that his knowledge of it to be untrue represented a barrier to his 
providing tho information within his possession in oonnootion with this 
inquiry. HEINI&1AN had no specific comment to mako at that time other 
than to indicate that he anticipated being oentactod further with reference 
to tho mat top. 

As is noted above, HEINE M/JF assortod that his wifo KRISTEL had never 
been a member of any Communist organisation, either in Boston or in 
Philadelphia, 

EML EIA.PS FUCHS - Fathor-in-Lew of HfllEEl ufoM 

In oonnootion with his father-in-law HEINEi&N asserted that ho forwarded 
funds to Now York City through tho facilities of Pan American Airways 
.'f Connection with his father-in-law’s visit to the United States, whioh 
^ . HEINEiioH hod previously assortod to have ocourred from October, 194B 
.'-.through Juno, 1949, j : 

HEINiSliJJ oxhlbitod a receipt captioned "Pan ^haorioan Airways, Inc.,* 1 
dated September 20, 1947 as follows* "Rood-rod from ROBERT HBINEIi&N, 
forty-eight dollars on account of Ei JL FUCHS, TFA LOU open. Pan American 
Airways, Inc,, signed," 
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It was called to HEIHEHAN' s attention that his previous aaaortion with 
roapoot to hia father-in-law * s visit to the Utaitod States set "the date 
aa October, 1948, whioh was inoonsistont with the date sot forth on the 
above recoipt, He stated ho aade this purohaso of funds for transmittal 
at tho xon American Airway's offioo at tho Hotel & tat lor, Boston, 
Massachusetts, and that apparently some mistake had been made by tho 
olerk* 

Subsequently,-^*®,, sot forth abovo in connection with information relating 
to HElIuyiiJS’s Cjonniuhist Forty affiliations, HEIHEHUJ oontaoted Spooial 
/fAgottt "liUromH ^teiophpnioaliy on this, saao dato. The purpose of the 
' oall was^to' explain that tho advance of fund a as indioatod by tho abovo 
reoeipt, was not, as previously indicated, to be hondod to his father- 
in-law EidL FUCHS upon his arrival in Hew fork from England but^ rather 
tho money was sont hy him to his father-in-law in England, Ho waq 
quostionod as to why this method of transmittal was utilised when ho had 
banking facilities through which *a bank draft Tor a«fc*ansTdkvcf# fund a could 
be modoa This he was unablo to explain. It is noted this was a tolophone 
call and no effort was modo to press him further on tho mutter* 

HEIHBIAH in response. ti> questioning revoalod that his father-in-law's 
ontranoe into the United States was being sponsored by tho Sooioty of 
Friends, and he did not know the nnturo of the financial relationship 
between the Sooioty and the senior FUCHS* For that matter, HEI11E13AH 
did not know FUCHS neoded tho monoy. He did stato that prior to -the 
sending of the money, it had' boon planned, that he or his wife would 
go to Hew York to moot tho Senior FUCHS and that failing this, tho monoy 
had been transmitted, 

BEIHEHAH stated that his wife and fathcr-in-law did correspond at fairly 
regular intervals. Ho did not always soe this correspondence, either 
incoming or outgoing, 

HEIHE1&JJ stated that his fathcr-in-law was currently in tho Eastorn Zone 
of Romany, that his father -in-1 aw had been ohorged by Ur a, HEIHEtl&H 
with boing responsible for tho death of ther mother but that he had 
soen oorrespondonco from other ohildren spocifically denying this 
assertion, which he attributed to his wife's mental condition, 

KLAUS FUCHS 

Exo opting for tho following data, HEIKELiAN provided no information 
concerning KLAUS FUCHS additional to that sot forth in tho previous 
intorview on him, HLIHEiJAH did advise noithor ho nor hisjwifo hoard 
from KZAUS FUCHS sinoo his wifo’s cocjr.rLtaoht to tho lioetboro State 
Hospital* Confronted with a newspaper hoadlino regarding tho arrost 
of KWJB FUCHS, HEXHEliAK statod it surprisod him but did not shook him 
bocauso the family had been involved in one biiarro incidont oftor another. 
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HE IK EliAN further stated that his wife had informed him, shortly 
before her commitment, thr:t she had beon advised by her brothor KLAUS 
to leave her husband and go Ip ^gland with her ohildron to live with 
SLASH FOCUS* . . 

tfrs . KRISTEL BBINELAff 

Tftth ref oronoo to his wife, ROBERT HEINELWI.providoa the following 
information additional to that sot forth in the previous interview 
of him* 

Ko Btatod that KRISTEL IQSINEUAN had no Goman relatives residing in 
the United & tates and to his knowledge but ono Gorman friond, OLGA 
RADEHliACHER. KRISTEL HEINEHAN mot OLGA at Swathraore. HEINEHAN oannot 
reoall OLGA,’ s maiden name and the surname given the agents was her name 
by her first marriage but she has sinoe remarried and he oannot reoall 
her present name* She resides in the Phi lode lphia area* 

BEIMEIJAN stated that the FUCHS family was a very unusual family, -us noted 
above * his wife had accused her father of being in some way responsible 
for the death of her mother* Sho was constantly conoornod oonoorning 
her brother GEEHARDT FUCHS, who 1b now residing in Switzerland and who 
suffers from tuberculosis. GERIIiRDT had fled ornany because of 
political a otivity and had abandoned his wife and child. Hie wife has 
since remarried. Howevor, GERHARDT 1 s wife is still on very friendly 
terms with KRISTEL 1 s father. 


4 sister of KRISTEL oomnitted suicide and her husband, whose none was 
unknown toKEI NEMAN, is residing in the Eastern Zone of Germary and 
is apparently still on friendly terms with tho FUCHS family* 


PERSONAL HISTORY OF ROBERT B. HEINE! JAN 

JIEIITEIiuN stated that in connection with his porsonal difficulties with 
his wife he had moved out of his '■'ambri dgo hone at sometime in 1942, 
had gono to Philadelphia and remained in that oity until sometime in 
1945, In Philadelphia he occupied a rotm in a rooming house, but be 
could not furnish the address nor tho datos of ooouponoy.

ROBERT B* HEINE LAN was reinterviewed in the late evening of February 
4, 1950 at the offices of the Boston Division, FBI, by Speoial Agents 
RICHARD IT, DiW and the writer* The following additional information 
was obtained! ' 

ASSOCIATION OF ROBERT B. HEINE MAN 

with the camsm party 


ROBERT B* HBTmaiW on tills occasion admitted that he had attended 
meetings of the Communist Party during the nineteen forties and that 
some of these meetings occurred at his home* He admitted formal 
membership in the Comounist Party at Cambridge in 1947 and la 1945 but 
denied membership in 1944« He stated, however, that it was possible 
that some party official might have reregistered him in 1944* following 
his 1943 membership, without his knowledge. He assorted he still 
regarded himself as a Communist and declared that he holds many of the 
ideals of Communism very highly* He stated that throughout his Party 
ojeporienoo ho had Always enoountered difficulty in adjusting his own 
personality to the discipline of tho organisation; i,o>* intellectual 
discipline* 

HEIIJEliAN continued to insist that he had no Communist Party oontaots 
while employed at the General Electric Plant in Lynn. He noted that 
his political notivity during this time took the form of his leadership 
of the GE workers CIO-Political Aotion Committee and in his participation 
in a neighborhood group known as the Independent Votors for IDR, 

HEINEHAN was confronted with the faot that it was known that his Party 
name had boon ROBERT HILL* He had first doniod and then adaittod that 
this was so. HBINEHAN refused to identify hiB associates in tho 
Communist Party but did note that no meetings had occurred at his home 
sinoo ho had moved from 144 Lokeview avenue to 94 Lekoviow Avenue* 
Cambridge, He novod to 94 lukoview Avenue on May 1* 1946, 

He spooifioally denied that SALSJEL H. BEER and GEORGE HALD woro .in any 
way affiliated with him in his Communist activity* . Ho did not know 
NORMAN LEVINSON as a Cormunist but could recall that his wife had boon 
on active leader during wartimo In Russian liar Relief and he had boon 
in that fashion associated with hor* Bo did not know RICHARD EDS ALL 
to bo a Communist Party mombor but ho did know him to ho an offioor of 
tho Joint Anti-Fascist Refugoo C 0 mnittoe, on organisation in whoso 
work ho hod previously admitted intorost, . ' "Ty. * . v 

HEINEHAN stated that ARTHUR OGDEN nay well have boon a mombor of tho 
Young Communist Lenguo at Swathnoro* at least ho and HEINEUAN hod 
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disousaod the or sanitation and had debated ite pblioios. ikveovor, 
HEIHELSAN was of the opinion that OGDEN had likely been a' member of the 
Young Communist longue or Communist Party at Harvard, but he was not 
certain of this* 

K1AUS FUCHS jJTO HIS CONTACTS 4 J CAi ABRIDGE , l&SSACEUSBTTfl 

HEINEUAN stated that he cannot reooll that FUCHS ever visited with 
him at Cambridge, l&ssachusotts, during the Christmas season of 1944, 

He did not know that anyone hod oollod at his home in that period 
seeking IUCHS. Ho did know that FOCUS had vis i tod his homo in 
Cambridge in February, 1945 ond likely betwoen February 12 nnd 23* ■'« 

He furthor recalled that on one ooocsion during this visit he had 
attended the loo ^ollies in Boston with FUCHS and his wife KRISTEL. - 
During this partioular visit HSIllEI&W has a definite reoolleotion that 
ho drove FUCHS alone to the home of one DEUTSCH, on Buckingham Street, 
Cambridge, ifeBsaohUBotts. Ho did not moot DEUTSCH on this or any othsr 
occasion* ‘ 

fie was definite lh that the HEINE IAN family association with DEUTSCH waB 
predicated upon the cloBe association between EIAJU& FUCHS end DEUTSCH 
rather than upon any associations betwoen the HE imiAN family and 
DEUTSCH, The association of the HEIREIiANS with DEUTSCH ond with 
FU3HS, as known to ROBERT HEINELAN, is being set forth in a separate 
paragraph below, 

HEIIIEUAN reoalled that FUCHS had visited his homo at 94 Lakeview Avenue 
in either late June or very early July, 1946, HEINEU&H remembors ho 
had Just oonpleted his teaching duties at Antrim, How Hampshire, when 
KLWJS FUCHS was a visitor. He can reoall on this occasion his wife, 
KRISTfiL, and KLAUS FUCHS had made a quick trip to Schenectady, Hew 


In this connection he can reoall that ho either had bo toko time off 
from his normal duties or he hod had to have his friend KONSTANTIN 
IAFH2AXCS mind his children. It is HEINEt£AN*s host, but not positive, 
reoolleotion that the man visited in Sohenootady by KLAUS FUCHS ond 
KRISTEL EEINEMAN was HANS BETHE, of Cornell University i . It is notod 
that ho selected this name whon the known assooi&tos of, KLAUS FUCHS 
at Los Alamos were enumerated, boing some ten in numboi*i 

In oonneotion with the latter enumerating of FUCHS' aseoeiutos at 
Ios Alamos the nano VICTOR TEISSKOPF struck a familiar note. HEINE1AN 
Stated ho could recall that on some one of FUCHS* visits' to. Caabridgo, 
iiassaohusetts, he had borrowed TJEISSKOPF's automobile!,. HEIHEI&N furthor 
notod that approximately two yoars ago his wife KIRSTEL notod TlBISSKOPF r s 
pioturo in the oaten press and coanontod sho had not T3E3SSKOPF through 
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her brother KIAUS; that the two men were very friendly. 

Tftth reference to HANS BBT HE, above, ROBERT HEINELHJJ stated that hi* 
wife had also seen BETHE's name in the newspaper and had mentioned 
Bhd had mot him* Sho did not in tho same broath mention she had mot 
him through her brother KLAUS. 

HEIHEUuN orn rooc.ll that on tho oocasion of one visit to the HEINEL&N 
homo, KIAUS FUCHS took KRISTEL HEINE IAN and tho HEINEMAN oh il dr on to 
the boaoh at Ipswioh, iiassaohusotts.

ROBERT HGIIIE1AN stated that during the ^obruary, 1945 viBit of KLAUS 
FUCHS to 144 Lnkoviaw Avenue, Cnmbridga, Hassaohusetts, FUCHS had on 
ono evening requested HEINEIAN to drive him to an address on 
Buckingham Stroot, Coubridgo, Massaohusotts, so that FUCHS night moot 
. with one DEUTSCH. HEIBE1AH stated ho had nevor mot DEUTSCH at that 
tino and has 1 not moot him since* Ho had, ho waver, soma knowledge of 
DEUTSCH* s oxistonoo booause DEUTSCH waa in some fashion rolatod to 
tho mother-in-law of TED FELT FORT, mentioned ol so whore heroin* 

lioroovor, HEINE! AN rooallod tirnt in the summor of J944 he rontod a 
oottago at "onnisport, ^-assaohusottfl, namod ’’Criaspuler” (phonetio)i 
He soourod this oottago through VELTFCRT’s raothor-in-law, whom' ho 
recalled as a ifrs. ROCK. (Boston filos reflect Lrs» VELTFORT** 
maiden name was RANK). • 

HEIUEUAH himself remained in C an fcridgo in summer school during tho 
‘ summer of 1944 but ho haB a dim rooollootion that DEUTSCH and his 
family visited KRISTEL HEINE1AN during that summer at "ennieport. His 
reoollootion is dim because it is predicated on an almdst now forgotten 
statement to that effect by KRISTEL HEINEUAN'to him. At that time tho 
HE PIEMAN marital relations wore vory strainod and there was very little 
conversation botweon him and his wife. Ho oould recall# however, that 
DEUTSCH was the son of a dootor and a woman psychiatrist who resided 
in his immediate area. (The 1944 City Directory revealed that HELEN 
DEUTSCH and FELIX DEUTSCH resided on Lorohwood Hoad, which is in tho 
area of Lake view Avenue and further that FELIX is a physio ion and HELEN 
is a psyohiatrist. It is furthor known that MARTIN DEUTSCH has a 
rosidonoo at 86 Buckingham Stroet, Cambridge, Iiassaohusetts). 

ROBERT HSIHEHAIt oould further rooall that soaetimo in a sunmor, most 
likoly tho summer of 1946, Ars, DEUTSCII, .while pregnant, -resided for 
a short time with tho HEIIiEHyiS at 94 l<dceviow **vonue. This boarding 
arrangement, of a short and temporary nature, was mads by KRISEEL 
HEIllEUAN out of appreciation of her brother’s friendship with tho 
DEDTSCHS and tho details concerning it woro novor clear to HEIHEMAN, 
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HBIHEUAN further stated that during tha ocoasion of KUtUS FUCKS’ 

-visit to Cambridge in February, 1946 and in subsequent visits* he 
uf gad his wife KRISTBL to open their home to guests in order to 
entertain KI^TJS FUCKS* ^ho only person he oan raise efrer having been 
entertained was Dr* HENRY C id) BURY, He further reoailod that he permitted 
BU.US FUCHS to borrow the HEIKE&N oar on one evening to visit porsons 
unknown to him. He was of tho opinion at that iiue that it was 
likoly DETJTSCH but ho has nothing to substantiate this opinion*

KEISTEL FUCHS HSXHEUuH was interviewed on February 5, 1950 at tho 
Wbstboro &tato Hospital by fipceial Agents RICHARD T T, DOF? and tho 
writ er and in tho proeenoo of Dr* ROLLINS K. HADLEY* The interview 
bogan at approximately 12*20 HI and ended at 1*46 PH* 

In contrast to tho interview of the eeaao person on February 2, I960* 
lire, HEIUELAN was on this date gonorally oonfusod. Dr. HiJ)I£Y stated 
that in contrast with tho oorlior interview she did. on this occasion,
